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INTRODUCTION 


Inthe Form V syllabus no fresh structures to be taught are laid 
down. This does not mean that no fresh sentence patterns will appear. 
There are a certain number of new ones such as, for example, different 
tense combinations in the sentence of open condition and another form 
of the exclamatory sentence. Previously learned structures are, 
however, combined into longer complex and compound sentences 
than in the previous Readers. The teacher may find from time to 
time that some of the previous structures have been imperfectly grasped 
and will need to revise and practise these. It is well for teachers to 
remember that unless this re-teaching is done now it will never be 
done, and that the longer pupils are allowed to continue using a wrong 
structure the more difficult it becomes to correct it. There are often 
opportunities for practising old structures when new words are being 
taught. The increase in vocabulary is greatly accelerated this year. 

- It will therefore be profitable to consider briefly the ways of teaching 
new words. 


New Words 


The teacher will be familiar with the distinction between recognition 
and active or working vocabulary. 

Recognition is a stage which precedes use. Pupils learn fairly 
quickly to recognize and understand the meaning of a new word in a 
general way. They take much longer to become familiar enough with 
a new word to be able to use it correctly. 

It is never enough to tell the pupils the meaning of a new word, 
illustrate it in a couple of sentences and then expect them to be able to 
useit in a sentence of their own, in other words, themselves provide 
an illustration of its use. They need the guidance and help of the 
teacher in using the word before they launch out and use it them- 
selves. The help and practice can be given through a question and 
answer conversation between teacher and pupils in which the word 
must be used. For example, machinery in Lesson 1. 

In teaching this word we need to bring out the difference between 
machine and machinery. It is easier to teach machine first. ‘A tailor 
uses a machine for sewing.

Now it is obvious that no two teachers will explain, illustrate and 
practise any word in exactly the same way, for the experience of one 
teacher's pupils will differ from that of another set of pupils, and itis 
important that a word should be illustrated, not in the words ofthe 
"Teacher's Notes, but in terms of the pupils’ experience, and that must 
differ from school to school. What then is the function of the Teacher’s 
Notes? It is to provide examples of illustrations which the teacher may 
then adapt to the circumstances of his own pupils. Pupils’ experience 
may be given a wide interpretation. It includes not only classroom а 
situations and school events, but also local happenings and current 
topics such as (in 1954) the conquest of Everest. It includes experience 
gained in other lessons. For example, if the teacher of English has to 
explain dissolve he should be able to draw upon experience gained in 
the Science class. Experience includes also stories both in English and 
the mother tongue. The teacher may find it useful to refer to an inci- 
dent in the supplementary reader when illustrating a word. 


Teachers will realize, moreover, that with so many words to illustrate 
it is not possible for any Teacher’s Notes to give very full suggestions 
for every word, for space and necessary economy do not permit. ‘The 
Suggestions given in this book are offered, therefore, as a mere beginning.

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"There are two aspects of grammar to be taught. One is the correct 
form, e.g., This letter was written not This letter was wrote, and the other 
is the correct occasion on which a form is to be used. This is well 
illustrated by the Passive Voice. Pupils need to learn not only the 
correct form of the tenses but when to use it. The latter is not often 
taught. This is provided for in the exercises. 

Every teacher will select those exercises which he feels are of the 
greatest use to his pupils. He will sometimes feel the need to provide 
simpler examples of some exercises or more examples to give further 
practice, but there should be enough to keep the class busy. If the 
teacher has not tried it, he is recommended to try group work for exer- 
cises. Sufficient blackboard space is needed for several groups to 
write up their work. If blackboards are limited in the classroom and 
no roller blackboards are available, sheets of brown paper may be used. 
‘These can be cleaned several times and when they become impregnated 
with white chalk colours may be used. The procedure recommended is 
as follows. 

Teacher explains and illustrates the point himself thoroughly, 
using the blackboards and questioning the pupils. When he thinks 
most of them have grasped it he divides them into groups and asks 
each group to do two or three sentences on their share of the board. 
If the exercise is short some of the sentences will be done by more than 
one group. When the answers are written up, the teacher looks at 
them. At once he sees what has not been understood and can correct 
it. When corrections have been made and additional practice given, 
if necessary, the boards can be cleaned. The exercise, or part of it, 
may then be done for homework. 


Poetry 

Suggestions for teaching the poems are included in these Notes. 
It is not necessary for the teacher to drill the new words as is done in 
prose lessons. It is suggested that real trouble be taken over the reading 
of the poems both by the teacher and the pupils.

As new words should be related to the experience of the pupils, the 
way in which they are introduced will naturally vary with each class 
according to the locality in which they live and the widening of their 
experience through excursions, films and visiting speakers. It is useful 
also to remember that other subjects in the school curriculum may be a 
source of experiences on which the teacher may draw in making clear 
the meaning of new words. In the Introduction the teacher will find 
various suggestions for helping the pupils to learn these new words. 
Some of these words fall outside the 2,000-word list. These are shown 
below by the letters (NWL). If the teacher is pressed for time he 
should make sure that the pupils understand the meaning of these words, 
but need not insist on their practising the use of them.

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A FEW SUGGESTIONS 
FOR TEACHING THE POETRY 


Poetry should always make an appeal to the emotions. It should 
be taught, the syllabus says, for enjoyment. A great deal of the success 
in teaching poetry this way depends upon good reading by the teacher 
and in training the pupils themselves to read well. As the pupils learn 
when to raise the voice, when to lower it, when to speak quickly, when 
slowly, when to make an effective pause, when to carry on from one line 
to the next with no pause, they gain a far deeper understanding and 
appreciation of the poem than any amount of explanation of its beauties. 
and technique can give. It is important that the teacher should 
practise each poem until he can read it really well, and that before 
reading it he should prepare the children’s minds for it. Introductions. 
will be suggested, as also interesting ways of getting the class to partici- 
pate in reading.
